POST PEELING 


Planning to cut some pines for 
fence posts and have them treat- 
ed. Here is a tip. Peel them now. 
In the early spring peeling can be 
done for around one-third of the 
labor cost of any other season of 
the year. 

By giving your pine stands a 
needed thinning, you can har- 
vest as many as ۵00 posts per 
acre. When thinning, take out the 
crooked crowded and badly form- 
ed trees. Leave the straight ones 
for growing timber. 

Most trees that you cut for posts 
should yield at least two posts, not 
smaller than two and a half inches 
in diameter at the small end of 
the smaller post,
